FCC CHAIRMAN 
ANNOUNCES HIS 
RESIGNATION 


FCC Chairman Michael K. Powel 
announced today that he'll ste 
down, effective "sometime i 
March." Powell's resignation come 
just one day after President Georg 
W. Bush's inauguration for a secon 
term in the White House. 
Nominated by former President Bi 
Clinton, Powell--whose father i 
Secretary of State Coli 
Powell--joined the FCC in 1997. Hi 
became its chairman two days afte 
President Bush was sworn in for hi 
first term in 2001. ARRL CE 
David Sumner, KI1ZZ, calle 
Powell's performance "a dee 
disappointment" after some initi 
optimism. While the League is no 
unhappy about Powell 
departure--especially given hi 
unabashed cheerleading on behalf o 
the FCC's broadband over powe 
line (BPL) initiative--there's als 
concern about whom Presiden 
Bush might call upon to replac 
him. “It's no secret that we though 
Chairman Powell was going entirel 
in the wrong direction on BPL an 
dragging the other commissioner: 
and FCC staff along--willing o 
not--because he was, after all, th 
chairman," Sumner said. "A ne 
chairman might be a chance for 

fresh start."
